Amendments to the Tamil Nadu Educational Service

No. SRO B-27/2024.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution 
of India, the Governor of Tamil Nadu hereby makes the following Amendments to the Adhoc Rules issued with 
the Educational Department Notification No.(SRO) B-241/75, at pages 284-285 of Part Ill-Section 1(b) of the 
Tamil Nadu Government Gazette, dated the 28th May 1975. 


2. The amendment hereby made shall be deemed to have come into force on the 5th May 2010. 
AMENDMENTS 

In the said Rules,- 

(1) for rule 1, the following rules shall be substituted namely:- 


"1. The provisions contained in the Tamil Nadu Government Servants (Conditions of Service) Act, 2016 
(Tamil Nadu Act 14 of 2016) and Special Rules applicable to the holders of the permanent posts in class 
V in the Tamil Nadu Educational Service shall apply to the holders of the temporary post of Associate 
Professor in English in the Governement Engineering Colleges". 


(2) For the expression "Assistant Professor" wherever it occurs, the expression "Associate Professor" shall be 
substituted. 


(3) for rule 3, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:- 
"3. Appointment.- 
Appointment to the post shall be made as follows:- 


(i) | by promotion from among the holders of the post of Assistant Professor in English in Government 
Engineering Colleges ; 


(ii) If no qualified and suitable candidate is available for appointment by method (i) above, by direct 
recruitment". 


(4) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:- 


"4. AGE:- No person shall be eligible for appointment to the post by direct recruitment, if he has completed 
or will complete or will complete fifty seven years of age on the first day of July of the year in which the 
vacancy is notified". 


(5) for rule 5, including the Note and Explanation thereunder, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:- 


"5. Qualificatin:- No person shall be eligible for appointment to the post by promotion or by direct recruitment 
unless he possesses the following qualifications, namely:- 


(i) Master's degree in English with first class or equivalent, in either at Master's degree or Bachelor's 
degree from any recognized Indian University and Ph.D degree in English; and 


(ii) Must possess a minimum of 6 years of experience in teaching or research at an academic or 
research position equivalent to that of Assistant Professor in English and minimum of 3 publications 
with good impact factor in International Journal of repute. 


Note: If a grade point system is adopted, the Cumulative Grade Point Assessment (CGPA) will be converted into 
equivalent marks given below. Percentage equivalent of grade points fora SEVEN POINT Scale is given below 
as per UGC Regulations 2010:- 
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GRADE GRADE POINT PERCENTAGE OF MARKS 
‘O' - Outstanding 5.50-6.00 75-100 
‘A’ - Very Good 4.50-5.49 65-74 
'B' - Good 3.50-4.49 55-64 
'C' - Average 2.50-3.49 45-54 
ட" - Below Average 1.50-2.49 35-44 
'E' - Poor 0.50-1.49 25-34 
'F' - Fail 0-0.49 0-24.".

9. Savings:- Nothing contained in these rules shall adversely affect the person holding the post on the date 
of publication of these rules".

(ii) (a) Must possess one year Post Graduate Diploma in Epigraphy and Archaeology awarded by the 
Tamil Nadu Institute of Epigraphy, Department of Archaeology; 
or 


(b) two years Post Graduate diploma in Archaeology /Epigraphy/Heritage Management and Museology 
awarded by the Tamil Nadu Institute of Archaeology and Museology, Department of Archaeology; 


or 
(c) Post Graduate diploma in Archaeology awarded by the Archaeological Survey of India; and 


3. Must have passed Tamil as one of the subject in degree level; and 


4. Must have rendered service for a period of not less than five years in the department of Archaeology;
